Fred Nicholls Said to Have Con- 
fessed to Robbing Dayton 
‘Bank of-$21,000. 


Foster Daughter, Who Worked In 
Bank,\Gave Clue to Father, Not 
Knowing It Was He.

‘DAYTON, Ohio, Aug. 24:—Collapse of 
a ‘‘war baby’’ and a business depression 
caused Fred-C. Nichol, a Dayton manu- 
facturer, to become Dayton’s “phantom 
bandit,”’ according to his own :confes- 
sion today, the policy say. 

Nichol, a native of Germany. who emi- 
grated twenty-three years ago, was 
questioned today in connection with the 
rrobbery, which police described as the 
*‘perféct crime,’’ .because the ‘“‘phantom 
in’ blue’, completely disappeared with 
$21,000 in cash from the North Dayton 
Branch of the Dayton Savings and Trust 
Company on the morning of Aug. 14. 

+ The only description obtained was from 
one of the clerks, Miss Helén Sammat, 


his foster-daughter. She was employed 
in the’ bookkeeping department of the 
branch. 

Her description of ithe 
“‘He had a sandy mus 
which protruded from robe-like 
mask of blue. He talked vith a broken 
accent and wore gray gloves.” 

For. a week the police were baffled, 
for there w —* @ mark or trace left 
by the “phan dit.”* 

Taking Miss ‘Sa: at’s description as 
their only guide, detectives considered 
every one in e neighborhood. Nichol 
was the only man who fitted the meagre 
description. Because of his standing 
they hesitated to accuse him. 

Today they went to his residence, a 
$40,000 house on North in Street. 
There he was asked some leading ques- 
tions“.and they say he immediately 
broke down. He asked the Inspector for 
his revolver, explaining: “I want to kill 
myself.” 

Nichol, who during the “war  manu- 
factured shells, later turned to mag 
chinery. He said he was hard pressed 
for monéy and had some bills to meet. 
He did his banking business at the 
branch he robbed. 

He told the detectives, they say, that 
when he decided to rob the bank he told 
Mrs. Nichols he was going to Toledo. 
But he did not remain'as long. as he 
said he would. In Toledo he bought the 
gray gloves and the material for the 
blue robe which shrouded him from 
head to foot, except for the slits for the 
eyes: and mouth. 

He drove back to Dayton, arriving | th 
late: at night.. The following morning 
at four o'clock, he said, the detectives 
allege, he entered the bank through a 
rear door, ‘went into the basement and 
waited for the clerks. After he heard 
them open.the vault door he appeared, 
drew two revolvers and marched the

the main difficulties in this system has 
been the distinction made between man- 
ual -workers -and -white-collar clerical 
staffs, technicians and managers..

SAYS TEXTILE INDUSTRY 
FLOURISHES IN RUSSIA 


$50,000,000 Worth of Cotton 
‘Was Bought Here, According 
to Alex Gumberg. | 
—— 


Speoial Cable to Tam New Toux Titus. 
MOSCOW; ~ Aug. 24.—Alex Gumberg, 
Vice President and-American representa- 
tive of the Soviet ‘Textile Syndicate, 
leaving Moscow last night after a three 
‘weeks’ visit, expressed much gatisfaction 
with the textile industry here and op- 
timism of the future. He said: 

“In Russia before the war there were 
7,500,000 spindles, not counting Poland 
and the Baltic States. There are now 
between 5,500,000 and 6,000,000 working, 
which is about the limit without new 
purchases abroad, which a delegation 
now in Lancashire is trying to arrange. 
A week hence a group of Textile Syndi- 
cate engineers will visit America with a 
similar object. 

, In the course of the present fiscal year 
the syndicate bought in America $50,000,- 
000 worth of cotton—331,000 bales. Rus- 
sians hope in the coming year to pro- 
duce upward of 1,000,000 bales in Tur- 
kestan and the Caucasus. There were 
alsé purchases abroad of finished tex 
goods to meet the expected big dem 
consequent on the good harvest. 

“I wae especially struck by the good 
feeling and optimism among the ‘special- 
ists,’ technicians, business managers, &¢., 
connected with the textile. industry, 
many of whom were previously rich men 
and now are working for the State in- 
dustry on satisfactory terms.”’ 

Asked about the financing of the tele 
tile industry—Mr. Schley of the Chase 
National Bank atcompanied him to Rus- 
sia—Mr. Gumberg declined details, but 
said he hoped for an extension of for- 
mer credit arrangements, e added that 
the Vice President of the’ State Bank, 
M. Berlatski, was now due in New York 
to negotiate ‘with American bankers, and 
he himself was authorized to cafry on 
negotiations on behalf of the Commer- 
cial and Industrial Bank of Russia.

Senator Boran for once finds himself 
in agreement with somebody else—Sig- 
nor Musso.Lini. Both view with alarm 
the ‘‘ precedent *’ set-in the funding 
Both are indig- 
nant that such an iniquitous settle- 
ment. should -have been made. But 
Mr. .Boran is offended because the 
terms ‘granted Belgium were so 
lenient, whereas. the Italian Duce, if 
he is rightly quoted, is appalled at the 
thought that terms might be asked of 
Italy as hard as were accorded Bel- 
gium: “Were not Italy’s sacrifices 
much greater than Belgium's, and is 
not the fact that she is not receiving 
indemnity. payments\ from Austria- 
Hungary “the best reason in the world.

What 
wonder, then, that just as our red- 
centers were ready to advocate the usé 
of the navy to collect the last penny 
due us (though they bitterly assailed 
a similar policy toward Germany by 
our debtors), the Europeans are still 
crying for what amounts to cancella- 
tion? Each mation has advanced its 
particular plea. The French are hon- 
estly convinced that their claim to le- 
niency is even sounder and greater 
than that of Belgium, whereas the 
Italians are certain that while Belgium 
and France may have reason to pay, 
Italy is in a class by herself. 

In France and Italy the persistent 
refusal to put the facts before the 
public is the direct result of the pol- 
iticlans’ fears lest they be thrown out 
of. office for ‘telling the truth. This 
concerns us more than do the protests 
of our own extremists. So long as the 
French and Italian peoples are fed 
on‘ the theory that non-payment is 
practicable, it means-that any settle- 
ment, even on terms more lenient 
than those granted Belgium, will be 
very ‘difficult. The old fallacies are 
stubbornly repeated—that the debts 
can be linked to reparations, that the 
principal need not be recognized, that 
some sort of global settlement on the 
basis of the most lenient terms is still 
possible. These die hard. But ‘when it 
comes to actual negotiations, they will 
be disregarded, just’ as were Mr. 
Boran’s extreme notions, im favor of 
a tational and practical settlement.

‘When General Lrncotn C. ANDREWS, 
was made Assistant Secretary of the

forcement,- he must have understood, 
though perhaps not so thoroughly as

CHANGES IN ORATORY. 

Mr. W. B. YeatTs—we ought now to 
say Senator YEaTs of the Irish Free 
State—recently committed himself in 
Dublin to the assertion that ‘‘ the day 
of oratory is past.”” For an Irishman 
this must be a conf on hard to 
make. If Irish eloquence is disappear- 
ing, where on a desolate earth can 
oratory find a rest’ for-the sole of its 
foot? In truth, Mr. YgeatTs contends 
that great public speaking is dead not 
only in Ireland but “everywhere in 
the modern world.” It is doubtful if 
he could have said this\if he had been 
familiar with the capacities and en- 
durancé tests of some of our own ora- 
‘tors from the South and the West. _ 

One would hate to think that the 
great tradition of Irish oratory is so 
broken as Mr. YuaTs seems to be- 
lieve. He referred to the period of 
the old Irish Parliament. There was 
certainly magnificent speaking in 
those days.. It was part of that flow- 
ering of culture in the Dublin of -the 
eighteenth century which gave the 
city a European reputation. Some of 
the orations of CURRAN and FLOop can 
still be read’ with pleasure, if with no 
great profit. Nor were Irishmen lack- 
ing ‘after the Union. with England 
to illustrate the qualities of Celtic elo- 
quence. The names of 
and PLUNKETT still shine with a kind 
of glory in English Parliamentary an- 
nals. It can hardly be that the old 
and inherited oratorical impulse has 
been extinguished. It merely seeks 
expression in different forms. 

Quite possibly this is what Mr. 
Oratory has not 
expired, but has changed its methods 
and styles with changing times. The 
florid, orotund and _ tediously long 
speeches of other days would scarcely 
be tolerated now. Some United States 
Senators attempt that form, but usu- 


fashioned ambition a listening Senate 
to command has certainly passed away. 
The Senate will not listen to. intermi- 
nable orators. Yet it will attend to a 
man of influence who has something 
to say, and who makes his remarks 
simple and. direct, without any at- 
tempt. to twine about them flowers of 
rhetoric. 

This is undoubtedly the direction in 
which modern oratory is changing. 
Audiences and the public desire speak- 
ers to be more pointed, swifter in the 
movement of their discourse and much 
more businesslike than their predeces- 
sors were expected to be. Yet for a 
real orator there is still room and 
verge enough. A man with strong 
convictions, based on hard thinking, 
who is also gifted with a-poetic tem> 
perament and the power of moving 
and passionate expression, can always 
count upon being heard gladly. Ora- 
tory may’ change outwardly with the 
lapsing years, but the born orator will 
be in demand and have his place so 
long as the right of free assemblage 
and unfettered discussion is kept alive 
in democracies. ;

From 
this impossible position the British 
Government soon retreated, and Lord 
ALLENBY in’an exchange of notes with 
the Egyptian Government declared 
that Great Britain “has no intention 
# oF trespassing upon the natural and 
historic right of Egypt in the waters 
“Sof the Nile.*’ ‘The damage had been 
done, ‘however. Lord, ALLENBY re- 
signed in February.. In the elections 
to the Parliament which met late>in 
March the Nationalists under ZAGHLUL 
Pasha won an unexpected victory, the 
Parliament was dissolved and Egypt 
continues t6 be ruled by royal-decree. 
The heavier price, however, “was 
paid in the Sudan. Thére Egypt's 
partnership in the rule of the country 
has been abrogated in fact, though the 
condominium remains in theory. As 
a result of the murder of the Sirdar 
and of disturbances among the Egyp- 
tian labor. battalions in the Sudan, the 
Egyptian forces have been expelled 
and a Sudanese defense force directly 
responsible to the Governor General 
is being orggnized.. Lord ALLENBYr’s 
successor a& High Commissioner, Sir 
Grorcs Liorp, came from the gover- 
norship of Bombay with the reputation 
of a rigid disciplinarian. This does 
not mean that British policy is out to 
capitalize the murder of Sir Les Sracx 
for its own purposes in the Sudan. 
Severity followed by conciliation “is 
within the British tradition. But it_is 
obvious that.the: final settlement of 
the difficult problems in® Egypt—the 
safeguarding .of the Suez Canal and 
the question of the Sudan—has only 
been complicated by Egyptian re- 
course to the argument of pike and 
gun.

PLANES AND THE.ARCTIC. 

The last hope of discovering new 
land in the Arctic by airplane van- 
ished, so far as the MacMillan expe- 
dition was concerned, when Secretary 
Witsur ordered Commander Brrp 
to make no further attempts to fly 
over the polar region and to ‘‘ with, 
draw with MacMruan.”’ The field 
seems to be left to Captain AMUNDSEN 
for the present. He is coming to the 
United States in October to obtain 
backing for another venture, but 
whether it will be made in a non- 
stop airplane flight or by a dirigible, 
as urged by Dr. Huco EcxkeEner, is yet 
to-be determined. .“ The airship is 
“certainly more feasible than the 
“ airplane,”. LINCOLN ELLSworRTH has 
said, but he thinks that “a Zeppelin 
would be too costly.’’ (Captain F. 
Trmms of the Oxford. University 
Arctic expedition, -whose work was 
done in the Spitzbergen archipelago, 
came to the conclusion, as he states in 
an-article in The Geographical Jour- 


for exploration north of Spitzbergen. 


“at its own mast, independent of the 
“ state of the ground beneath it,’’ is 
to be preferred. He predicts: 

Polar flying will probably prove to’ 
be very considerably bound up’ with 
Spitzbergen, because Spitzbergen is 
more accessible than any other place so 
near the Pole. This, in itself, ‘will 
make it the base for nearly every at- 
tempt to reach the Pole by air. On. 
the other hand, if commercial aviation 
over the Arctic ever comes, and this 
will. not be in the immediate future, it 
will be observed that Spitzbergen lies 
almost on the direct route from Burope 
ta the Pacific shores of America and 
Asia. 


The adventure of AMUNDSEN and 
his companions indicated that explora- 
tion of the polar regions by air- 
plane would: he too great a hazard 
until Po eral could be placed upon 
a flying machine with fuel capacity 
for a flight of 2,000 miles. Neverthe- 
less, our naval aviators indulged ‘the 
hope that from a base established on 
the, Greenland coast they would suc- 
ceed where the Norwegian explorer 
had failed. Commander MacMitian 
was also optimistic. But in a radio 
message to the National Geographic 
Society -.on Aug. 20 MacMnuian re- 
ported: : 

I am convinced that far ‘northern 
Arctic work is extremely hasardous in 
heavier-than-air machines, simply be- - 
cause landing places are uncertain 
and caches of food and gas cannot be 
relied on. A fjord is free today and 
icebound tomorrow.

Henry Forp’s observa- 
tions upon the world 
Considers We’ live in are always 
interesting, because he 

the Cow. is‘an ortginal and dar- 
ing thinker who asks no one to agree 
with him. Since the day he condemned 
history as ‘“‘bunk” he has discussed 
many things. If his judgments are 
sound, most of us are lacking in per- 
ception and logic. 

He would now eliminate the cow, 
whose milk has never agreed with him. 
"You know,” he says, ‘‘I don’t believe 
much in. milk as a-food anyhow.’’ He 
has assailed the harmless, necessary 
cow before, but this time he declares 
for “synthetic milk.’” It would be 
“cheaper and better than the milk we 
now have.” 

Would synthetic milk have to be pas- 
teurized? Dairy cows, says Mr. Forp, 
are ‘‘the most inefficient “creatures in 
the world.” He deplores the time farm- 
ers give to milking and feeding them. 
He calculates that the growing and 
harvesting of crops on a dairy farm can 
be done in twenty days. 
the year is devoted to care of the ani- 
mals. ‘‘It’s all wrong.” Farmers think 
so, too, when prices of their commodi- 
ties are low. ‘‘That. has all got to be 
changed,’’ says the Dearborn — 
pher. 

It isa short aten from — out 
the cow to telling the farmer how to 
get on in the .world. Mr. Forp is strong 
on commercial fertilizers. The farmer 
should use nothing else, Away with the 
animals!. They are an encumbrance. 
Large farms loom” up in Mr. Forp’s 
vision. “‘The little farmers will have to 
go,” he says—with the cows.

BUSINESS MEN SCIENTISTS. 


Has America Amateurs Alding Re- 
search Like. Those in England? 
To the Editor of The Néw York Times: 

During. the recent discussion of the 
investigations by-Dr. W. E: Gye and 
J. E. Barnard mto the origin of cancer, 
with a view to the possible isolation of 
the cancer germ, it became known that 
these discoveries were, rendered possible 
by the improvements in “microscopic in- 
struments devised by Mr. Barnard, who 
had attained results in microscopy of a 
delicacy hitherto unknown. It was inter- 
esting to note that Mr. Barnard was a 
business man, being a hatter by .occu- 
pation, and that he followed his scien- 
tific pursuits only during the hours in 
which he was not engaged in his busi- 
ness. 

The readers of British newspapers and 
magazines were struck by the fact that 
80 many of the business and professional 
men’,in the British Isles are interested 
outside of their business hours in scien- 
tifig study and in the observation of the 
phenomena of nature. Mr. Wells, in a 
note to ‘“The Outline of History,’’ states 
that the early. stone implements known 
as “‘eoliths’’ are often so crude and 
simple that there was for a long time 
a controversy whether they were to bé 
regarded as natural or artificial produc- 
tions. He says: | 

“Among the earlier pioneers of the 
latter view was Mr. Harrison, a grocer 
of Ightham, in Kent, one of those modest 
and devoted observers to whom British 
geology owes so much, At first his 
‘éoliths’ were flouted and derided by 
archaeologists, but today .he has the 
scientific world with him in the recogni- 
tion of the/quasi-human origin of many 
of his specimens.. With him we must 
honor. W: Ji Lewis Abbott, a jeweler of 
St. Leonards, whose intimate knowledge 
of stone structure has been of'the utmost 
value in these discussions.” — 

' It would be interesting to know 
whether in our own country we have 
any similar instances. of business men 
who are at the same time scientists or 
naturalists. 
strenuous civilization it is perhaps the 
habit of our people to devote more time 
and energy to their business than do 
the men and women of older countries.

‘OUR SOLIDIFYING MASSES. 


; ie! ; 
‘New York’s ‘Congestion Been Néar- 
“Ing the Point of Tragedy. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

“Watch for the solidification of the 
human mass.. When that moment ar- 
rives. you will get a solution of the great 
congestion problem in New York, ‘but it, 
will come, through tragedy!’ 

Those words come back to. me oftén 
as I note our rapid progress toward that 
fatal moment of “‘solidification’’ here in 
the congested places of New York, They 
were uttered by one of the Buropean 
‘experts during ‘the International Confer- 
Pence on City Planning and Zoning, held 
at the Pennsylvania Hotel last June. 

Traffic “congestion «has reached that 
stage in New York City when in many 
places, at’ certain hours of the day, 
human beings move as a compact mass, 
hundreds or thousands of bodies pressed 
closely together, instead of moving as 
individuals. What the European expert 
<meant by .the “‘moment of solidifica- 
tion’? was that moment when the den- 
sity and volume of human flésh .would 
become So great that the mass would 
stcp, become ‘solidified and stationary 
for a sufficient period of time to produce 
panic and tragedy. 

The dominating horror ofall living 
organisms that breathe air is suffoca- 
tion, and the fusing and massing of hu- 
man bodies always produces in the hu- 
ran mind that indefinite sense of im- 
pending peril.. One need only -to point 
tothe countless tragedies that have re- 
sulted from panics of this sort. 

Any one familiar with. conditions in 
New York could point to a score of 
places “where a slight explosion, the 
shriek of a woman or the cry of fire 
would precipitate a tragedy that would 


— 


tunnels under the rivers, the great rail- 
way terminals—even the streets at cer- 
tain points—are stages all set for the 
grim drama, and the rapid increase in 
Population is each day and night bring- 
ing a little nearer to us the raising of 
the curtain. 

George McAneny, Chairman of the 
New York Transportation Commission, 
says that our population is augmented 

by 2,500 each day in the year, and those 
who feel the constantly increasing pres- 
sure of the human stream do not ques- 
tion his statistics, Take one spot in 
sipport of this statement: a large con- 
course or underground passage runs 
from Broadway to the Pennsylvania 
Terminal, connecting the B. M. T., Hud- 
son Tunnels and other lines with the 
Pennsylvania and’ Long Island tunnels, 
One year ago that thoroughfare: was 
rarely congested to the point of discom- 
fort. Occasionally, during a heavy 
storm at the rush. hour, its capacity 
would be pretty well filled, but now each 
day at certain hours the condition of 
“solidification” is nearly reached, even 
at this vacation season, when a large 
rumber of people have left the city. In 
fact, it is a matter of common observa- 
tion by all old New Yorkers ‘that the 
heated Summer period seems no longer 
to have an appreciable effect upon our 
congestion. 

And what can we do about it? Ap- 
parently nothing but wait for the cur- 
tain to. go up onthe great tragedy; 
wait for that time to come when the 
dread of peril. will overbalance the: de- 
sire for profit. Doubtless we shall go 
on. crying fervently and foolishly for 
more channels through which we may 
tarn greater floods of human flesh, tum- 
bling into the bursting reservoir. Then 


‘solidification’ and tragedy will come. 
Then we shall’ scatter and spread out, 
It is one of those 
gigantic problems that a swiftly moving 
civilization has thrust upon us and 
found us without sufficient vision or 
knowledge to cope with it.

POISON LIQUOR KILLS 
FOUR MORE IN DAY 


Police Fear New “York Is Again 
Being Flooded With Deadly 
Alcoholic Drinks.

The fact that.these victims were from 
different part& of the city and that they 
obtained their liquor from. different 
sources caused the police to express the 
opinion that much of the tiquor now be- 
ing sold here is poisonous, 

The deaths recalled the warning 
earlier this month by Federal Prohibi- 
tion Director Palmer Canfield, who de- 
clared that analysis of thousands of 
samples of liquor seized by his men dis- 
closed ‘that more than. 80 per cent. of 
what is now sold as: sand gin was 
made from specially denatured ‘ alcohol 


which failed to withdraw all the poison. 

Last month five deaths from’ poison- 
ous Uquor occurred within 
hours, and on. Aug. 10 a girl’ 15 years 
old was temporarily blinded after drink- 
ing what she described as “some green 
stuff’ on a houseboat at Bayside, 
Queens. 

Dr. Linder ‘of the laboratories in’ the 
chemical section’ of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau at Yrashington is quoted by 
Norman: C. McCloud in the Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly as having said that less 
than 1 per cent of the liquo: now being 
sold is genuine, and that while some of 
it kills almost immediately, some of ‘it 
also poisons the system slowly, but pro- 
duces death none the. less certainly after 
a: few months.. All-the stuff, according 
to the article, is manufactured under 
filthy conditions.

Government Hopes to. Profit by Rise 
in Values and to Keep Speculators 
From Getting Homestead Sites.

WASHINGTON, ‘Aug: “"24.—Moved by 
reports from Florida that’ real’ estate 
values in that State are soaring, Dr. 
Work, the Secretary of the Interior, to- 
day took steps to withdraw from sale 
unreserved public lands In Florida that 
are subject to appropriation by home- 
steaders, with a view to assuring better 
prices when the boom hits the sections 
in which the Government™has a pro- 
prietary interest. 

The Government owns about 85,000 
acres in Florida and Secretary “Work 
hopes to prevent this land from falling 
ints the hands of speculators. 

With this in mind orders were issued 
today withdrawing from entry lands 
that attracted \the attention of real es- 
tate firms operating in Florida. An- 
nouncement was made that before fur- 
ther sales of Federal land there are 
authorized it will be examined so that 
it may be. disposed of at prices com- 
mensurate with present-day values. 

The area covered by orders today 
comprises forty-four lots in St. Mark’s 
Townsite, Wakulla County, south -of 
Tall near the Gulf of Mexico. 
Twenty-three of these range from 10,- 
000 to 39,200 square feet, while the-re- 
maining fWenty-one embrace 1.20 acres 
eath. The minimum price was fixed 
at $25. by act of Congress, March 2, 
1833, but the Department of the In- 
terior has no information as to their 
present value.
